There isaproblemwith 
some kids riding their 
bikes. Not every child I see 
riding a bike follows the 
rules of the road, nor do 


they use hand signals to at 
least give us a hint where 
they are planning to go. 

I was waiting at the comer 
of Central Avenue when this 
kid came flying down the road 
and turned left onto Winte¬ 
mute Street He was going at 
a high rate of speed and he 
didn't stop art the comer. 

On the same day, I was 
travelling west on Winte¬ 
mute Street and two young 
lads were riding from side 
to side on the street. Why? 
Who knows. If they would at 


least try to follow the rules 
of the road and stay on the 
right side like everyone else, 
it would help. You never 
know where they will go. 

When I was a kid, you were 
expected to use hand signals 
and if you didn't abide by the 
rules of the road, your parents 
would take awayyour bike. 

All signals are done using 
you left hand only. To turn 
left, you stick your left arm 
out straight from your 
body. Turning right, you 
stick your left arm out and 


bend your elbow, point¬ 
ing up. To stop, you used 
your left arm and bend your 
elbow pointing down.

Erie Beach Dance Hall was ( a great place to visit’

Erie Beach Dance Hall - Fort Erie 
It was the Roaring Twenties at Erie 
Beach. The dance hall was a great 
place to visit in the years before the 
Great Depression of the 1930s. 

Today nothing remains of the big 
building except mbble. The damaged 
structure that I grew up with was 
called, The Old Dance Hall. Labelled 
as a casino, it was promoted as the 
best dance hall around. It was a place 
for music, dancing and of course, 
gambling. Wealthy Americans were 
most welcome and they came both 
rich and poorer. The dance hall 
became the central meeting place. 

To the northwest of the dance 
hall was the Kiddie Land. 

My Plato grandmother, Esther, and 
her daughters were in charge of tickets 
and the litde rides. They came each 
day by the local Sandfly Express train 
from Fort Erie South.. There was a pic¬ 
nic grove nearby. I was told by my Aunt 
Lucille (Plato) Hudd that most picnick¬ 
ers took their lunch baskets for safe 
keeping at the dance hall, To the west 
of the three story structure was the 
giant outdoor swimming area with we 
are told filled with filtered water 
A big filter in the middle of the pool 
aerated the water. Neat! Ample 


west side of the three-story structure. 

More athletic Fort Erie boys 
could pull themselves up to the 
second floor. They had a beautiful 
view of the lake. During its heyday 
you could view the swimmers in 
the giant pool below. 

During the 1920s you could see 
the huge band shell while standing 
on the balcony. 

Here programs and religious ser¬ 
vices were held daily. It was a busy 
place. 

Park at the Waverly Beach 
entrance or the parking lot off Bar- 
dol Road. Take a stroll ad see the 
photos of famed Erie Beach, a great 
slice of Fort Erie's early history. 

How did you get to Erie Beach 
before 1927 and the opening of the 
Peace Bridge? Before then by ferry 
boat from Black Rock N.Y. to Fort 
Erie South. Ont. Go to Erie Beach 
and see the remains of the stone 
dock. Large Steamers from down 
town Buffalo provided for large 
crowds to reach the popular resort 
in the 1920's. Of course Canadians 
could drive there or take the Sandfly 
Express train. Must have been a col¬ 
ourful time in Fort Erie’s history. 

Earl Plato is a resident of Fort Erie, 
local historian and nature lover.

H ere’s a quote for 
the season, “ In 
summer the song 
sings itself" (William Car¬ 
los Williams.) 

This summer the birds 
are singing a great deal in 
our rainy weather. 

I embrace the sunshine 
and warmth always but as 
a grower of green vegeta¬ 
bles and plants, this is a 
perfect summer. Those 
million dollar rains are 
keeping the Lake 
refreshed and the ground 
moist enough so our own 
water bills can remain 


low. If you love a lush 
lawn, this is the year for 

Often you will find me 
encouraging the growth 
of ground covers, rather 
than grass. The reasons 
for this are varied but 
the simple explanation 
is water conservation. 
Even in this less than 
drying summer, best to 
give ground covers 
some thought. We each 
have favorites in our 
group, but the fastest 
spreading one is ajuga. 
This satisfying plant has 
lovely blue flowers in 
spring, grows in what¬ 
ever summer climate

and can have a lovely 
bronze sheen in 
autumn. Do you have 
any awkward or stony or 
very angled spaces to 
fill? Ajuga can do that in 
a season. And you will 
have plants to share the 
next year. 

Easy to share many 
perennials this year as 
the rains have made 
propagation a simple 
matter. Usually we wait 
until the season bloom 
is past before a split of 
the roots, but this year 
with the warmth and 
humidity we can work 
away at will. Each 
morning I am 


enchanted by the daylil- 
ies and their continued 
blooms. In my compass 
garden they have 
reached a great height 
and are attracting much 
attention from butter¬ 
flies and bees. We are 
trying to take pictures 
before the next rains 
appear...some ofyou are 
saying, "good luck with 
that". 

If you are harvesting 
vegetables this summer 
you will likely have had 
zucchini and kale and 
lettuce in abundance. 
Another gift of the rains 
and humidity! I’ll try 
and include some 


zucchini recipes in a 
future article. Today is 
all about thanks!

Plaque placed at veteran’s grave

Reuben Green was married 
to Elizabeth Fortner Green, a 
father to 14 children and a vet¬ 
eran of the War of 1812. 

His descendants celebrated 
the story of his life and his ser¬ 
vice to hds country Sunday dur¬ 
ing a plaque unveiling at the 
Drummond Hill Cemetery in 
Niagara Falls. About 30 people, 
which included descendents 
and members of the of the 
Royal Canadian Legion Rranch 
71 Colour Guard, attended the 
remembrance ceremony and 
plaque unveiling. 

Fort Erie’s Cathy Green- 
Redekop, Reuben Green’s 
great-great-great granddaugh¬ 
ter applied to the 1812 Veterans 
Graveside Project The program 
allows descendents of War of 
1812 veterans to apply for a 
plaque to place at the graves of 
those who served in the war 

Green-Redekop said she 
didn't know a lot about the 
Green family so she began 
researching her family’s 
genealogy. 

"I found a lot of informa¬ 
tion on the Internet and it 
was very interesting,” Green- 
Redekop said. 

Reuben Green served in the 
Second Lincoln Militia Flank 
Company. He was present at 
the Battle of Chippewa, the 
Battle of Beaver Damns, the 
Battle of Lundy's Lane and 
likely at Queenston Heights. 

Green-Redekop said she 
learned about the Graveside
